Harding 
wrote 
Chairman McLean 


that th'« growth in the'volume of cir- 
culating notes was the effect and not 
fhp cause of advancing wages and 
prices, and that the war period of 
finance .would not b» over until gov- 
•rnmcnt obligations, now carried by 
the banks are absorbed through the 
actual living* of the people. 


Strong censure of strikes and ex- 


travagance wait implied in Mr. Hard- 
Ing's letter, wliioh did not, hnwever, 
Undertake to hlnme any one flection 
of the population, but referred to the 
nation as a whole, especially to the 
relutUjn of economics practiced flnr-' 
ing the war .anil the piirchnse now nf 
non-essential nrticlux by persons on- 
joying large Incomes for

•11 iouveuirs of tliu sreat war will I 
•oon be ready for distribution umougi 
the boys and girl* ot Penasjl\ania, I 
Delaware and New Jersey. 


These souvenirs are baud grenades 


originally intended to be used with 
deadly effect against the German ar- 
mies. When the war ended: the "gov- 
ernment had millions of them made | 
up. There being no longer any need 
for them as war weapons, Hie War 
Savings Division of the Treasury De- 
partment secured a large supply. TUe 
grenades are now being Altered Into 
•avinga bank* to bold dimes ,umi peii- 
Diei. 


Tfie a'teuton sliajriy means rcmor- 


al of the explosives, from the grenades 
and the cutting of openings for de- 
posit anil removal' of dimes and peu- 
nies. No change Is made in the ap- 
pearance or in the spring!! und trig- 
gers by which the greuudcs are op- 
erated. 


Hand grenades, or "bombs," were 


umo'hg tliK: most ingenious und most 
deadly weapons used iu the war. The 
grenade made for the United Suites 
Army was an Improvement on all the 
li'tist types of hand "bombs" invented 
by foreign army men. 


When loaded for use the grenade 


was kept "at safety" by a small pin 
which locked the' fifing trigger. The 
thrower wns nujuired 
to 
hold 
the 


bomb in his throwing hand, pull out; 
the pin with the other hand and then 
inuke n throw. 
As long as the gre- 


nude wns livid In the hand It was 
sufe because the hand kept, a strip 
of/metal under pressure which pre- 
'verited the firing spring from work- 
lug.

The Instant the bomlj was thrown 


this strip of metal was forced off hy 
the firing spriuK which also operated 
the trigger. Ttiis trigger struck a cap 
which, set tire to u fuse timed to burn 
for 5''seconds. •' At Hie end o( that 
time the •spark re:irlu>d u detonator 
which exploded and Ijlew up Uie main 
charge of T. N. T., sluiiii'i-itig the 
l)<>tul> Into about 40 piHCfs. 
These 


pieces were the outside sliuU of the 
grenade, it being marked out Into tit- 
tle squares which became flying bul- 
lets because the force of the explo- 
sion broke them off at the thin pahs 
of the shell.

death to everyone within ten yards of 
the spot where the bomb burst. The

In reply to an Inquiry from the 


Senate Banking Committee asking If 
It wa» advisable to attempt contrac- 
tion of currency by legislation In the 
hope of 
reducing prices, Governor 


Harding 
wrote 
Chairman McLean 


that th'« growth in the'volume of cir- 
culating notes was the effect and not 
fhp cause of advancing wages and 
prices, and that the war period of 
finance .would not b» over until gov- 
•rnmcnt obligations, now carried by 
the banks are absorbed through the 
actual living* of the people. 


Strong censure of strikes and ex- 


travagance wait implied in Mr. Hard- 
Ing's letter, wliioh did not, hnwever, 
Undertake to hlnme any one flection 
of the population, but referred to the 
nation as a whole, especially to the 
relutUjn of economics practiced flnr-' 
ing the war .anil the piirchnse now nf 
non-essential nrticlux by persons on- 
joying large Incomes for 
the nrst 


time. 


"The Federal Reserve Board be- 


lieves that any currency legislation at 
thl* time Is unnecessary and umieslr-

These souvenirs are baud grenades 


originally intended to be used with 
deadly effect against the German ar- 
mies. When the war ended: the "gov- 
ernment had millions of them made | 
up. There being no longer any need 
for them as war weapons, Hie War 
Savings Division of the Treasury De- 
partment secured a large supply. TUe 
grenades are now being Altered Into 
•avinga bank* to bold dimes ,umi peii- 
Diei. 


Tfie a'teuton sliajriy means rcmor- 


al of the explosives, from the grenades 
and the cutting of openings for de- 
posit anil removal' of dimes and peu- 
nies. No change Is made in the ap- 
pearance or in the spring!! und trig- 
gers by which the greuudcs are op- 
erated. 


Hand grenades, or "bombs," were 


umo'hg tliK: most ingenious und most 
deadly weapons used iu the war. The 
grenade made for the United Suites 
Army was an Improvement on all the 
li'tist types of hand "bombs" invented 
by foreign army men. 


When loaded for use the grenade 


was kept "at safety" by a small pin 
which locked the' fifing trigger. The 
thrower wns nujuired

bomb in his throwing hand, pull out; 
the pin with the other hand and then 
inuke n throw.

nude wns livid In the hand It was 
sufe because the hand kept, a strip

this strip of metal was forced off hy 
the firing spriuK which also operated 
the trigger. Ttiis trigger struck a cap 
which, set tire to u fuse timed to burn 
for 5''seconds. •' At Hie end o( that 
time the •spark re:irlu>d u detonator 
which exploded and Ijlew up Uie main 
charge of T. N. T., sluiiii'i-itig the 
l)<>tul> Into about 40 piHCfs.

pieces were the outside sliuU of the 
grenade, it being marked out Into tit- 
tle squares which became flying bul- 
lets because the force of the explo- 
sion broke them off at the thin pahs 
of the shell.
